GREAT DRIVE 
FOR DRY ACT 


Petition for Prohibition 
Expected to Get 8,000,000 
Names Before Reichstag 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

BERLIN, March 14.—The larg- 
est drive for local option ever 
planned in Europe started today 
and will continue for six weeks. It 
is expected that 8,000,000 signa- 
tures will be appended to «a peti- 
tion which will be presented to the 
Reichstag. 

The drive was launched the 
National Committee for Local Op- 
tion, the executives of which in- 
clude many members of the Reich- 
stag. The petition is to express 
“the demands of mililong of the 
best representatives of the nation 
for prohibition.”

CONDITION UNCHANGED 

“The condition of Col. Coolldge 
has remained unchanged during 
the past twenty-four hours except 
that his heart is a trifle slower. 

“His temperature and respiration 
are normal. He is very quiet and 
weaker than yesterday. All possible 
sible ig being dene for his com- 
fort.” 

Asked to enlarge on this brief 
statement, Dr. Cram eaid that ear- 
ly today Col. Coolidge’s pulse had 
been 74, but by afternoon it had 
receded to 60. He admitted that 
sedatives were being administered 
to relleve the p tient’s suffering. 

“I could have phreased the last 
sentence of the bulletin in other 
words,” the physician said. “How- 
ever, it is understandable as it is.” 

In spite of his weakness, Col. 
Coolidge was cheerful this morn- 
ing after a restful night. For some 
time visitors have been excluded 
from his room, but an exception 
has been made in the cases of a 
few relatives. Today Mrs. John J. 
Wilder, aunt of President Coolidge 
and affectionately known in the 
village as “Aunt Grace,” was ad- 
mitted to see the sick man He 
was able to tell her he was feeling 
well and had rested comfortably 
during the night. 

Mra. Wilder returned to her 
home, which adjoins the Coolidge 
farmhouse, firmly convinced that 
the colonel was much better, but 
her optimism was not shared by 
her husband, who is “Uncle John” 
to Plymouth folk. “Aunt Grace” 
took out her scrapbook and 
worked for an hour pasting up 
newspaper clippings and pictures 
relating to Col. Coolidge, bringing 
up to date a record begun long 
since of the colone!l's activities.

European Countries Rivals 
of United States

phone era in foreign trade promo- 
tion ts a thing of the past. No 
longer can we expect to get busi- 
ness abroad by telling the world 
how good we are, and how super- 
excellent our products, and telling 
that story in resounding generali- 
ties. 

This te especially true of Latin 
American countries which In th<« 
aggregate comprise the most de- 
sirable customer of American and 
European exporters. Nowhere 
this fact more appreciated than it 
is on the other side of the Atlantic 
and exporters there are going aft- 
er Central and South American 
trade as never before. They have 
opened up ea selling campaign that 
combines tireless energy and pa- 
tience with shrewdness and intelli- 
gent appraisal of the field. 

GERMANY AOTIVE 

Very active foreign competition 
is apparent in many lines in Mex- 
loo, says the department's foreign 
trade expert. Germany has again 
taken the lead in somé lines, and 
in several cities German-Mexican 
chambers of commerce have been 


established. Other continental! 
countries and Great Britain and 
Canada are equaily keen in going 
after Mexican business and are get- 
ting a constantly growing share 
of it, 

In Central American countries 
and in Cuba, Germany seems to be 
most active. It is said that the 
manifest of a German vessel! arriv- 
ing in Havana not long ago showed 
goods ranging from mirrors to pi- 
anos and from paper and ink to 
automobile accessories. American 
paper products are beirg given es- 
pecially stiff competition by Ger- 
many and the Scandinavian coun- 
tr.es. 

European manufacturers are re- 
ported as having been successful 
recently in public tenders for ma- 
chinery, electrical equipment, and 
mill supplies tn Argentina. These 
concerns usually maintain resident 
engineering staffs equ! ped to han- 
dle installations for their own ac- 
count, while competing American 
companies often have to rely on 


rative or foreign subcontractors. 
This absence of resident American 
engineering staffs, particularly in 
the interior or out of the way) 
sections of Latin America, .makes 
possible the easy diversion of many 
valuable contracts to foreign inter- 
esta, according to Dr. Julius Kiein. 
director of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce. It is not 
uncommon, he says, for native or 
foreign engineers employed by mu- 
nicipalities or states—there are fre- 
quently no adequate public engi- 
neering departments maintained— 
to draw up specifications which 
favor ou, European competitors. 
German and Belgian concerns 
have recently underbid American 
compan.es on railway materials in 
Uruguay. and in Colombia com- 
petition is keen from British and 
Belgian sources tn railroad supplies 
and from Germany tn locomotives 
“This evidence of the activity of 
our principal Eurepean competi- 
tore should not induce any hye 
terical fear that Europe is going 
to walk off with the American 
market in Central and South Amer- 
ican countries,” says Dr. Klein. 
does indicate, however, a plain 
intention to accomplish this pur- 
pose, and it does indicate that the 
American manvfacturer and ex- 
porter must co-ordinate and con- 
centrate his efforts if we are to 
frustrate this purpose. 
| PRESENT STATUS 
“The present status of our trade 
with Latin America ts generally 
satisfactory, and there ts nothing 
organically wrong in eur 
trade relations with Latin Amer- 
ica. Accordingly the problem be- 
comes a matter of what shall we 
do and-what shall we avoid in or- 
der to advance and reinforce our 
position in this market. It is ob- 
viously impracticable to give rules 
of thumb instructions on how to 
do business in the great diversity 
of lines in which we are now in- 
terested in that region, but there 
are certain fundamentals which 
have such wide application to Latin 
American trade problems that they 
may be emphasized profitably.” 
Among the fundamentals cited 
by this authority is the matter of 
credit extensions, which are neces- 
eary in the greater part of the 
Iatin American market, with prac- 
tices varying m different locali- 
tles and in 4ifferent lines from 
80 to 120 days. In some respects 
our credit machinery and prac- 
tices have set the model for the 
entire trade, and in numerous in- 
stances our Buropean rivals are 
endeavoring to copy it, but we 
have not gone as far as we can in 
this direction. |

Homeless Youths Indentured 
to Unfit Foster Parents 


Children Said to be Under- 
fed and Not Well Treated 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON March 14— 
Shocking conditions under which 
homeless children indentured to 
foster parents by the Wisconsin 
State public schoo! at Sparta, Wis., 
have been living are revealed to- 
day in a report of the Children’s 
Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor, summarizing an investigation 
undertaken in 1923.

OYSTER BAY 
WILL LOSE 
RICH FOLK 


Twenty-two Millionaires 
in Center Island Unit That 
Votes Separation 


NEW YORK, March 14.—Center 
Island has deserted the town of 
Oyster Bay. With neither bilood- 
shed nor disorder, a revolufion 
was staged in which only ten of the 
148 inhabitants of the island voted 
to throw off the yoke of Oyster 
Bay. 

This marked another step tn the 
crumbling power of the empire 
that once was Oyster Bay. First 
Mill Neck, a wealthy colony, de- 
clared its Independence and formed 
a Village all by ttself, electing WIl- 
liam Loeb, Jr., former secretary 
to President Roosevelt, as presi- 
dent of the village. Bayville took 
‘similar action soon afterward and 
elected Winslow 8.

All Memorized 


Only Metrical Works Were 
Preserved

MEXICO CITY, Mareh 
Prof. J. H. Cornyn, ef the Mexican 
National University, lifetime setu- 
Gent of Aztec poetry, in a confer- 
ence before the Mexican National 
Geographic and Statistical Bociety 
eald the Aztecs, when their empire 
was overthrown, had a highly de- 
| veloped national poetry with as ex- 
act prosodic rules for its composi- 
tlon as any nation ancient or mod- 
ern. He presented scores of ex- 
amples from the documents of 
Father Sahagun to prove thie as- 
sertion. Sahagun was one of the 
first Spanish missionaries and col- 
lected Aztec documents for fifty 
years. 
Rerferring to the Sahagun doo- 
uments, Prof. Cornyn aaid he had 
already examined the contents of 
twelve books and not found a line 
of prose in them except notes and 
comments made by the old Spanish 
priest on the documents. From this 
he inferred that the poetic form of 
the documents was a necessity for 
their existence. By this statement 
he explained that the Aztec system 
of hieroglyphic writing, in wheth 
all the existing Aztec codexes are 
written, was altogether inadequate 
for the reearding of real literature, 
especially » etry: and that the As 
tecs were accustomed to memorize 
In the temple schools, thelr na- 
tiona! literature. This the lecturer 
said was divided into three groups 
or classes; Court poetry, sacred or 
temple lUterature and didactic lit- 
erature used for imparting instruc- 
tion In the schools of the nobility. 
The fact that all of this te written 
in meter shows that the Astecs 
used meter to make easy the mem- 
orization of practically the whole 
instruction of the schoojs. The Chi- 
nese did the same thing: and they 
went on memorizing their national 
literature tn the schools years after 
their system of hieroglyphice had 
reached such perfection ag to per- 
mit of them recording every activ- 
ity of their national life. 
“The form of many of the Astec 
songs proves beyond a doubt,” said 
the lecturer, “that they were very 
old at the time of the conquest. 
400 years ago. Bome of them had 
undoubtedly been handed down 
from generation to generation 
from previous civilizations; for 
they contain a great number of 
words not to be found in any dic- 
tionary, though that of Remi 
Simeon, Astec student, contains 
30.000 words and that of Palma. 
the original manuscript kept in 
the museum here, even more. It is 
safe to say. therefore, that the Az- 
tec literary tongue, in the days of 
Montezuma II, contained at least 
40,000 words, or as many as the 
Bpanish language at that time. 
This is the surest indication of ite 
great literary development and na- 
tiona] activity; and it shows the 
great ethnic development which 
the race must have hed.

‘COLD LIGHT’ 
IN NATURE 
EXPLAINED 


Scientist Believes That 
Annual Luminescence Is 


Result of Oxidation 


NEW YCRK, March 14.—Prof. 
E. Newton Harvey, returned after 
a leave of absence spent in Naples 
and Messina studying “cold light.” 
asserted before the Biological 
Seminary of Princeton University 


that the luminescence in living 
things is the result of oxidation. 
just as is the light produced by 


oll lamps, but that the heat pro- 
duced is so small it can not be 
measured, being perhaps less than 
one-thousandth of a degree. 

Dr. Harvey is interested tn anti- 
mal luminescence as a. biologist. 
but since he announced his work 
there has been epeculation as to 
commercial utilization of cold 
light, could it be produced synthe- 
tically. His work im the Italian 
laboretories was largely devoted to 
determine the composition of the 
material which produces light in 
anima! bodies. This material varies 
in different creatures, just as does 
hemoglobin in the blood. These 
differences are smal! and are sup- 
posedly due to slight differences 
in the chemical composition of the 
substance. Dr. Harvey believes, 
therefore, that’ the luminous ma- 
terial must be complex in chemical 
structure. 

He believes the substance to be

It ie contended that the oil 
companies reap their profits direct- 
ly from their wterprise, in the

Development Indicated by 
Work at Small Pool in 
North Belridge Area 


(EXGLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

McKITTRICK, March 14.—After 
waiting a few years the Union Oil 
Company is starting a new well in 
its small individual pool in North 
Belridge—Miller & Lux 1 on Sec- 
tion 16,28-20. The Union has fif- 
teen wells there that have been 
pumping ten years from the 900- 
foot depth, one of them 4500 feet 
deep and making 36-gravity oil, 
having flowed ten years—about ten 
barrels for several years—from the 
Vaqueros sand.

twenty-nine wells are in some stage

Many Men Who Have Achieved 


Many of the great men to whom 
we now remove our hats in awe 
were dreadful dunces at the schoo! 
desk. In a recent lecture of his 
Dr. A. F. Tredgold, consulting 
physician to the National Asso- 
elation for the Feeble-Minded, re- 
minded wus that Charles Darwin 
and Sir Isaac Newton were both 
backward children and, further, 
he said that if they had been ex- 
amined today they would have 
run considerable risk of being sent 
to special schools. 

We know that when Darw'tn 
went to Dr. Butler’s schoo! in 
Shrewsbury his master condemned 
the feeble intellicence of his achol- 
ar and could see little advance- 
ment at the end of Darwin's sev- 
en-years’ stay. 

Newton’s genius was a late blos- 
som. His attainmen’s at school did 
net herald his brilliant § future. 
Indeed. his outward life never did 


develop—"“he remained a child to | 
the end of his eighty-five years.” 


Yet he comes down to as as the 
most distinguished mathematician 
and philosopher’of modern times. 

As with many other dul! schol- 
ars who eventually won fame, 
Thomas Aquinas's reputation as a 
dunce is frequently omitted from 
the briefer biographies of this dis- 
tinguished gentiemaa. And when 
we read (of his later days) that 
he possessed “one of the most 
acute, eager and profound intel- 
lects of which we have any record” 
it is, indeed, hard to reconcile the 
dunce’s hat placed on his young 
brains by the more complete biog- 
raphies. 

Sheridan was a poor scholar and 
some of his preceptors thought 
him an impenetrable dunce. A 
hopeless bias for indolence con- 
stantly impeded his progress at 
school an4 troubled him’ unkindly 
even a8 a grown man. 

From all accounts young Walter 
Scott did little to win the praise 
of his tutors either at the high 
schoo! or the university. Latin and 
Greek found scant room in the 
brain of his then recumbent gen- 


lus. 

Nor did Thackeray appear to 
show any more promise at school 
than Scott. An easy-going, good- 
natured and rather dreamy fellow, 
he was given more to indolence 
than a diligent application to his 
studies. The only talent he ever 
displayed in his school days took 
the form of writing comic verses 
and drawing comic sketches.

EXPERT TELLS HOW 
TO LIFT A TRUNK 


HEAVY WEIGHT CARRIED 
EASILY BY USING THE 
THIGH MUSCLE 


An undersized, puny expressman 
comes trotting along with a trunk 
three times his own weight on his 
back. You are amazed at the great 
strength of such a elight fellow. 
Yet it i# not a question of strength 
entirely. He has learned by long 
experience how to lift and carry 
weights, 

For many years, Dr. J. F. Wii- 
liams, professor of physical train- 
ing at Columbia University, New 
York, has studied this interesting 
subject, and in the April issue of 


Popular Science Monthly he gives 


some of the secrets of lifting 
heavy objects. 

“The strongest muscles in the 
body,” he explains, “ure the heavy 
thigh muscles. These should be 
used in lifting whenever possibie. 
The shoujders, too, can be used. 
Don't stoop and expect your arm 
muscles, supported by the back, te 
lift a heavy weight. The weight at 
the end of the arme is at the end 
of a long lever with fulcrum at 
the pelvis, and the mechanical dis- 
udvantage is terrific. 

“To pick up a weight, 
with back kept straight. Grasp 
the object, then straigten up, und 


the who'e work of lifting will be 


done by the legs 

“Always keep a weight as close 
to the body as possible. When you 
can, get the weight on top of your 
own. Another good idea is to fol- 
low the oriental’s plan of bulanc- 
ing weights. If you: are planning 
a long trip, for example, buy two 
suit cases instead of one and dis- 
tribute your load. 
“The professional trunk mover 
‘never strains his back, because he 
| doesn’t use his back. He rests the 
weight on his thigh muscles, the 
strongest in the.body. If you have 
a trunk to move, roll {t around on 
its corners. If thie might cause 


damage to the floors, then lift it! 


by the use of your legs. Remem- 


ber that a slight mistake in lift-| 


ing may cause injury to your 


whole body.”

Dying Plain-clothesman Fires 
at Fleeing Slayer

Answered by Shot 


Policeman James M. Miller. 30 
years of age, was shot and killed 
jast night while attempting to 
raid an asserted booties establish- 
ment at 649 East Twenty-fourth 
| street. Miller’s assailant, the as- 
serted proprietor of tthe establish- 
ment, had not been spprehended 
at a late hour last night. 

Police from the University, New- 
ton and surrounding stations were 
ealled to the scene of the shoot- 
ing and surrounded an area of 
ten blocks in the belief that the 
slayer was etill in the vicinity. A 
minute search of the district was 
conducted in an effort to appre- 
hend him. 

The name of the slayer is sald 
te be known to police. 

TWO MAKE RAID 

The killing occurred when Mil- 
ler, a plain-clothesman working 
University station, at-/. 
tempted to raid the estab 

L. Christopher, another 
plain-c'othesman. 

When the officers arrived at the 
establishment, Miller went to the 
front door and Christopher to the 
rear, according to Christopher's 
statement. At a given signal, Mil- 
ler knocked on the door and de- 
manded admittance in the name of 


the law. 

His demand was answered by «4 
revolver shot through the door. 

The policeman fell, mortally 
wounded. 

The asserted bootlegger, accord- 
ing to Christopher, flung open the 
door, jumped over the prostrate 
figure of Miller and flied into tne 


FIRES AT FLEEING MAN 

Summing his dying energies, the 
police officer drew his pistol and 
fred four shots at the fleeing fig- 
ure. He then drop dead. Chris- 
topher declared he believes the 
fleecing man was wounded. When 
Christopher arrived at the front 
of the establishment, he found his 
fellow-officer dead. He saw the as- 
serted siayer running, a bilock 
away. He gave chase, but the 
man was more than a block ahead 
of him. Christopher fired sev- 
eral shots, but they falled to stop 
the fugitive who disappeared into 
the darkness of East Twenty-third 
street. 

Policemen Christopher commu- 
nicated with University Station. 
All available men were rushed to 
ithe scone of the shooting re- 
| Berves were sent from adjacent 
stations to surroend the district. 

Policeman Miller was married 
and lived at 609 1-2 Occidental 
Boulevard. He joined the police 
force on Oct. 1, 1934. He was 
attached to the Central Station 
for a year and then became & 
member of the plaincilothes de- 
tail of University Station.

HE LAST FILIBUSTER | 

Public opinion has been so aroused 
over the unfair tactics of the opposition 
in the debate over America’s adherence to 
the World Court that it is doubtful whetb- 
er a small, but truculent, group in the Sen- 
ate will ever again be able to defeat the 
will of the majority. The Senators who 
took part in the filibuster were encouraged 
by the yellow press to believe that they 
could pose as martyrs to free speech. But 
they have learned to their political discom- 
fiture that they are not regarded with ad- 
miration, but with disgust. 

When the cloture ‘was enacted a confer- 
ence was called in Washington to arrange 
for a campaign to defeat the Senators in 
this year’s elections who had voted for the 
cloture. But by the time the date for the 
conference arrived it became plain to the 
opposition that their campaign would be 
a boost for the World Court Senators in 
place of a knock. 

Led by the women, the sentiment against 
filibustering is almost overwhelming. There 
does not seem to be a district in the whole 
country in which a Senator can be defeat- 
ed on the open issue of having favored the 
World Court. If a Senator now serving is

All the past may be tributary, but 
not controlling. It takes advantage of the 
tyvery latest in result or investigation. Its 
text-book has new editions hourly. 

Naturally a newspaper may have some 
prejudices. James Gordon Bennett fs said 
to have had an antipathy to Theodore 
Roosevelt and for a year never mentioned 
his name. 

But, then, all history has prejudice as 
well. Every historian has narrated events 
according to his peculiar bias or approach. 
Astronomers have to reckon with the ha- 
man element in making their calculations. 
There is even said to be a human element 
in the Bible. 

But, even with fits prejudices, the news- 


paper reader is taught to think and weigh 
and not gulp down whole. And this in it- 
self is a part of education. 

The daily newspaper is the great com- 
mon people's college. It has no examina- 
tions. It is thoroughly coeducational. You 
can start in when you may and quit when 
you will.

Dr. Moulton says that this is not mere 
speculation. He spent several years in 
actual calculation to convince himself of 
its occurrence. He says the earth is still 
growing by the accretion of particles of 
matter and he believes that in earlier 
times thousands of pounds of meteoric mat- 
ter fell every day on every square mile 
of the earth's surface. 

Byron, standing one night by the Arno 
and gazing at the heavens, over 100 years 
ago, said: “What nothings are we before 
the least of these stars!” This thought, 
often recurring to star-gazers, is intensi- 
fied by such a profound study of the great 
galaxies as has been made by Dr. Moul- 
ton, who has identified approximately 500,- 
000,000 “fixed stars” on photographic 
plates, though only about 6000 are visible 
to the naked eye. When it is considered 
that, in the view of modern astronomers, 
each of these stars ts a central, moving 
sun, with a planetary system revolving 
about ft or In process of formation, one 
gains a faint conception of the enormous 
magnitude of the universe. It is a faint 
conception because from a point 
farthest planet in the farthest solar sys 
tem, according to astronomical theory, 
there may be viewed, though invisible to 
us, as many, {if not more, stars or suns 
as appear within our ken. These heaven- 
ly bodies invisible to us are what a minor 
poet calis “the stars beyond our stars.” 

Many astronomers think that in the hun- 
dreds of millions of solar systems whose 
central suns are visible to them there may 
be thousands of millions of inhabited plan- 
ets, many far older than ours and with 
a more advanced civilization.
